The ground was soon cleared, and the 
brethren gathered up a n or two, 
and making beds therein of tents, &c., 
took their wounded and retreated towards 
Far West. Three brethren were wounded 
in the bowels, one in the neck, one in the 
shoulder, one through the hips, onethrough 
both thighs, one in the arms, all by mus- 
ket shot. One had his arm broken, by a 
sword. Brother Gideon Carter was shot 
in the head, and left dead on the ground, 
so defaced that the brethren did not know 
him. reported that he had lost one 
man. Thethree prisoners were released, and 
returned with the brethren to Far West.
